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The  Exampled  Life

KNEW  FRED  CODY  FOR  MOST  OF  THE  66 
years  of  his  life,  from  the  time  we  met  in  journal- 
ism school  in  our  native  West  Virginia  to  his 
death  in  Berkeley  in  July,  1983,  and  of  all  his 
wise  and  witty  utterances  the  one  that  to  me  best 
reflects  his  character  is  his  improved  paraphrase 
of  Socrates:  "The  unexampled  life  is  not  worth 
living." 

The  ultimate  testing  of  that  rather  Dickensian 
motto  came,  certainly  for  Fred,  in  the  sturm  und  drang 
years  of  the  sixties  in  Berkeley  -  in  the  Free  Speech 
Movement,  People's  Park,  and  the  Vietnam  War. 
Cody's  Books,  which  Fred  and  Pat  Cody  designed  and 
made  into  one  of  the  finest  book  stores  anywhere, 
became  a  vital  outpost  of  the  literary  and  political 
activism  that  emerged  in  Berkeley  and  elsewhere  at  the 
time.  Fred,  turned  activist  out  of  necessity  and  convic- 
tion, served  as  a  natural  leader  of  the  people  who 
mounted  the  real  and  metaphorical  barricades  against 
the  local,  state,  and  national  assaults  on  free  speech 
and  assembly  before,  during,  and  after  the  undeclared 
bloody  war. 

In  the  clutch  years,  Fred's  rare  talents  helped  to 
mobilize  the  people  of  Berkeley  in  shared  efforts  that 
kept  the  city  from  imploding  -  the  peaceful  march  of 
35,000  aroused  citizens  protesting  occupation  by  the 
State  Guard;  the  creation  of  a  free  medical  clinic 
and  food  fund,  and  a  committee  that  kept  Telegraph 
Avenue  open  and  functioning. 

Fred  Cody  was  born  in  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  on 
October  12,  1916,  but  his  parents  soon  moved  to  a 
rural  area  near  the  state  university. 

During  the  twenties,  Fred,  along  with  his  two 
brothers,  John  and  Martin,  learned  about  hard  work  - 
milking  the  cow,  raising  the  chickens,  planting  and 
caring  for  the  vegetable  garden.  His  mother,  Martha, 
who  taught  in  a  one-room  school,  and  his  father,  a 
detective    and    later    a  gas    company    employee,  en- 


couraged Fred  in  his  developing  enthusiasms:  books, 
pictures,  paintings,  music,  opera.  The  family  moved 
again,  during  the  early  years  of  the  Great  Depression, 
to  the  southern  part  of  the  state,  and  settled  in  Hunt- 
ington, a  port  city  on  the  Ohio  River.  It  was  there,  at 
the  Marshall  University  School  of  Journalism,  that 
Fred  and  I  met,  he  as  a  sophomore  reporter  and  I  as  a 
senior  editor  on  the  college  newspaper.  When  I  gradu- 
ated and  went  to  work  on  newspapers  in  Huntington 
and  later  in  the  southern  coal  fields  of  Mingo  and  Mer- 
cer counties,  our  paths  diverged  for  four  years  and  then 
merged  again  in  Huntington  a  year  before  Pearl  Harbor. 
Fred  was  on  the  morning  Herald  and  I  on  the  after- 
noon Advertiser.  We  used  to  meet  at  Walgreen's  Drug- 
store between  shifts:  to  talk  about  the  books  we  were 
reading  and/or  reviewing,  from  Hemingway  to  Hitler; 
to  plan  new  strategy  in  our  vain  efforts  to  "bring  in  the 
Newspaper  Guild";  to  rail  haplessly  at  the  world's 
folly,  the  death  of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  the  war 
in  Europe.  We  were  rebels  with  many  causes,  but  our 
voices  (certainly  our  typewriters)  were  muted  by  the 
myriad  tentacles  of  power  of  the  state's  absentee 
owners  who  ruthlessly  exploited  our  natural  and 
human  resources. 

Pearl  Harbor  ended  our  suspense  and  in  a  macabre 
way  freed  us  from  our  semi-colonial  chains.  We  went 
immediately  into  the  Air  Corps,  having  been  thorough- 
ly cozened  by  the  theorists  of  "Victory  through  Air 
Power,"  but  we  ended  up  in  different  units,  I  with 
Heavy  Bombardment,  Fred  with  Airborne. 

After  the  war,  both  of  us  rushed  posthaste  to  New 
York  to  court  the  city's  bountiful  Muses  and  to  get 
reeducated.  Arriving  there  first,  I  enrolled  in  Colum- 
bia. When  Fred  appeared  on  the  scene,  I  was  happy  to 
introduce  him  to  Patricia  Herbert,  a  graduate  student 
in  economics,  from  Connecticut.  Fred  took  a  few 
classes  at  Columbia,  and  after  he  and  Pat  were  married 
in  midsummer,  1946,  he  went  to  work  for  the  United 


Nations,  with  a  special  assignment  in  Cuba.  He  picked 
up  on  Academe  again  in  1949  to  earn  a  Master's  at  the 
University  of  Mexico  and  a  doctorate  at  the  University 
of  London  (1951). 

The  Codys  came  to  Berkeley  in  1954.  Their  famous 
store  and  their  commitment  to  public  service  in  the 
troubled  sixties  and  seventies  added  new  and  exciting 
chapters  to  the  history  of  this  unique  city. 

The  Codys  own  a  small  "property"  in  the  wilds  of 
eastern  Mendocino  County.  Fred  loved  the  place.  He 
would  sit  in  an  old  chair  in  front  of  the  little  ram- 
shackle house  on  a  summer  day,  sometimes  sketching 
the  great  Douglas  fir  at  the  creek's  edge  across  the 
meadow,  or  reading  Virginia  Woolf,  or  eagerly  watch- 
ing for  the  great  blue  heron  to  fly  up  suddenly  out  of 
the  canyon.  After  Fred  died,  his  ashes  were  scattered 
along  the  tawny  meadow  and  into  little  Tomki  Creek, 
which  flows  into  the  Eel  River,  which  flows  into  the 
Pacific  Ocean. 

His  monument  remains  in  his  beloved  bookstore,  in 
the  memories  of  his  saddened  and  bereaved  friends, 
and  in  the  many  bright  and  brave  and  honest  words 
that  he  spoke  and  wrote  for  all  people. 

This  summer,  Pat  Cody  and  son  Anthony  (cheered 
on  their  way  by  daughters  Martha,  Nora  and  Celia)  will 
travel  to  Beijing  as  guests  of  the  Chinese  people  at  the 
dedication  of  the  Fred  Cody  Memorial  Library.  Pat, 
the  staff  of  Cody's  Books  and  others,  collected  some 
3500  books  on  American  studies,  city  planning,  the 
non-fictional  side  of  life  -  a  particular  interest  of 
Fred's.  In  1986,  the  books  were  shipped  to  the  Aca- 
demy of  Social  Sciences  in  Beijing,  the  Library  of  the 
Center  for  Documentation. 

On  May  11,  12,  13,  the  Morning  Readings  at  11:15  am 
will  be  devoted  to  a  tribute  to  Fred  Cody,  with  read- 
ings from  his  letters  and  articles  by  Malcolm  Margolin 
and  Ed  Markmann.

Pacifica's  broadcast  of  the  Kerry  Hearings  was  the  only  coverage  with 
any  depth  or  analysis.  Bill  Wax  and  Larry  Bensky,  Pacifica's  "hearings 
team,"  did  their  usual  fine  job.  Thanks  to  Greg  Saatkamp  and  Caroline 
Paul  for  investigating  and  reporting  on  the  human  misery  that  internation- 
al drug-running  causes  in  our  local  communities. 

All  of  Pacifica's  election  coverage  will  be  issue-oriented,  and  not  just  a 
summary  of  the  "horse  race"  that  the  major  media  focuses  upon.  Starting 
the  first  week  in  May,  we'll  be  airing  "Agenda  88,"  a  fifteen-minute  pro- 
gram which  follows  the  issues  and  is  the  forerunner  of  our  Speakers  Series 
and  our  general  election  coverage. 

The  Speakers  Series  consists  of  five  forums,  conducted  in  each  Pacifica 
geographic  area  (Washington  D.C.,  Houston,  Los  Angeles,  New  York,  and 
Berkeley).  These  programs  air  in  July,  and  will  deal  in  depth  with  major 
issues  such  as  U.S.  foreign  policy,  jobs  and  the  economy,  ethics  in  govern- 
ment, etc. 

For  the  Democratic  convention  in  Atlanta  in  July,  we'll  broadcast  a 
live  60-minute  morning  show,  as  well  as  live,  gavel-to-gavel  coverage  of  the 
proceedings  in  the  evening.  We  will  have  reporters  covering  the  caucuses 
and  demonstrations,  interviewing  key  characters,  and  preparing  reports 
that  reflect  the  issues  and  concerns  of  KPFA's  listening  audience.  For  the 
Republican  convention  in  New  Orleans  in  August,  we  will  at  least  broad- 
cast a  live  morning  show,  focusing  on  issues. 

The  National  Federation  of  Community  Broadcasters  (NFCB)  in  mid- 
April  gave  Pacifica  the  best  Coverage  of  Special  Events  award  for  our  Iran/ 
Contra  Hearings  broadcasts.  Jukebox:  Music  to  Live  By  received  honor- 
able mention  in  the  Cultural  Program  category.  Special  mention  was  given 
to  Susan  Stone's  The  Crystal  Quilt;  Charles  Amirkhanian's  Walking  Tune; 
and  Larry  Bensky's  Untangling  the  Web.  Congratulations  to  the  producers 
of  these  fine  Pacifica  programs.

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THE  BIG  KPFA  FAMILY 


Dear  KPFA, 

It's  touching  to  see  from  the  April  letters 
column  that  the  arms  of  the  KPFA  family  are 
big  enough  to  embrace  the  small-minded  and 
humorless  as  well  as  the  brighter  members  of 
our  community. 

The  tone  of  the  more-spiritual-than-thou 
listener  who  attacks  Kris  and  Philip  as  "self- 
righteous  and  chauvinistic"  as  well  as  accusing 
the  whole  station  of  paranoia,  while  urging  you 
all  to  open  your  obviously  calcified  heart 
chakras,  bears  an  uncanny  resemblance  to  cer- 
tain Sunday  School  teachers  many  of  us  have 
known. 

Another  listener  takes  offense  at  The  Lion, 
the  Witch  and  the  Wardrobe  because  the 
witch  in  the  tale  is  not  a  loving,  bland  earth 
mother.  This  reminds  me  of  the  time  I  heard 
someone  condemn  the  wonderful,  exciting 
children's  book  The  Wolves  of  Willoughby 
Chase  because  "wolves  are  gentle  creatures 
that  have  never  in  history  attacked  a  human" 
(never  mind  the  amply  documented  cases  of 
wolves,  made  desperate  by  a  long  hungry 
winter,  carrying  off  unattended  human  in- 
fants). True,  wolves  and  witches  have  been 
much  maligned,  but  not  entirely  without  ba- 
sis. The  aforementioned  listener  seems  famili- 
ar (no  pun  intended)  with  witchcraft  as  prac- 
ticed in  California  in  the  '80s.  But  were  she  to 
read  a  bit  of  anthropology  she  might  learn 
that  wherever  shamanism  is  built  into  a  tradi- 
tional community,  it  consists  not  only  of 
healing  rituals,  but  also  of  commerce  with 
more  sinister  powers.  Where  there  are  healers, 
there  are  also  hexers.  It's  just  human  nature. 
Like  it  or  not,  stories  of  malevolent  witches 
are  part  of  our  very  rich  heritage  of  folklore. 
KPFA  has  plenty  of  programs  to  educate  us 
about  the  white  magic,  pagan,  Celtic  shaman- 
istic  side  of  witchcraft.  To  insist  that  we  only 
be  allowed  to  hear  about  "goodness"  smacks, 
of  the  same  moralizing,  patronizing  attitude 
I'm  sure  the  listener  would  condemn  if  it 
came  from  a  Christian  fundamentalist. 

Yet  another  listener  takes  issue  with  the  bril- 
liant comedy  piece  The  Underseen  World  of 
Jacques  Bateau,  in  which  the  great  white  hun- 
ter attempts,  unsuccessfully,  to  penetrate  to 
the  heart  of  the  L.A.  freeway  system.  (I  hope 
you'll  air  it  again  -  it  was  marvelous!).  The 
listener  was  offended  because  the  "native 
guide"  was  a  low-rider,  calling  this  a  racial 
slur.  With  half  of  my  in-laws  Hispanic,  I  think 
I'm  fairly  sensitive  to  such  slurs,  but  I  found 
the  ingenious  parody  —  in  which  the  Chicano 
clearly  knows  where  he's  at,  while  the  French 
explorer  gushes  dazed  admiration  at  the 
cleverness  of  this  noble  savage  -  hilarious,  as 
I'm  sure  did  many  of  your  Latin  listeners. 

Intent  is  the  important  factor  that  distinguish- 
es humor  from  abuse,  art  from  misrepresenta- 
tion. Look  how  many  stereotypes  the  SF 
Mime  Troupe  routinely  uses  for  comic  effect, 
yet  their  message  is  always  kind  and  humane. 

So  folks,  remember  to  take  the  preaching  of 
Puritans,  whether  on  the  left  or  the  right, 
with  a  grain  of  salt.  Never  let  it  discourage 
you  from  continuing  to  air  your  fabulous  pro- 
gramming!

In  May,  1968,  I  was  just  about  to  open 
The  Open  Space  Theatre  in  a  disused  London 
basement  on  the  Tottenham  Court,  an  experi- 
mental  outlet  which  I  had  been  fantisizing 
about  for  some  fifteen  years.  In  London  at 
the  time,  I,  like  so  many  others,  could  feel  the 
electricity  in  the  air.  It  had  no  one  geographi- 
cal center.  To  those  of  us  in  England,  it 
seemed  to  be  coming  from  London  or  Liver- 
pool; the  French  sensed  it  in  Paris  or  Nan- 
terre;  the  Germans  in  Berlin  or  Frankfurt; 
the  Americans  in  the  Bay  Area  or  New 
York. 

The  fact  is  that  it  was  everywhere  -  a  kind 
of   cultural   monsoon   blowing  through  the 
capitals  of  Europe  and  the  United  States.  It 
was,  it  seemed  to  me,  the  cultural  pay-off  of 
the  fifties,  which  had  been  the  most  hemmed 
in  and  repressed  decade  of  this  century;  a 
time    when    business    ethics    prevailed    and 
plasticity   was   the   quality  that  conditioned 
family  life,  social  life,  and  most  ruinously, 
inner  life.  Rock'n'Roll  was  the  safety-valve 
through  which  young  people  tried  to  release 
some  of  the  pent-up  loathing  that  the  times 
inspired.   Juvenile   delinquency   was  an  irra- 
tional attempt  to  grapple  with  social  and  po- 
litical monsters  that  could  not  be  assaulted 
directly.  The  Beat  Movement  was  an  attempt 
to  transcend  repugnant   social  and  political 
realities  by  adopting  a  style  which  mocked 
both    the    earnestness    and    fecklessness    of 
middle  America.  But  essentially  -  it  was  an 
evasion,  just  as  Rock  was  a  diversion  and 
juvenile  delinquency  a  circumvention  of  the 
real  problem. 

By  '68,  the  contempt  that  had  been  well- 
ing up  in  our  bosoms  for  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  suddenly  let  rip.  (Not  all  that  different 
from  the  current  eruption  in  Palestine  and  the 
Gaza  Strip,  which  is  also  a  generational  mani- 
festation after  about  the  same  period  of  re- 
pression.) The  Vietnam  War  was  a  useful  out- 
let -  but  in  my  view,  the  passion  and  protest 
the  war  inspired  had  less  to  do  with  Far 
Eastern  American  policy  than  it  did  the 
distortion  and  falsification  of  American  mores 
during  the  decade  or  more  leading  up  to  it. 
Vietnam  was  a  metaphor  for  a  certain  kind  of 
inner  exploitation  and  futility  which  Ameri- 
cans had  been  experiencing  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II  -  just  as  in  the  thirties,  the  ro- 
mance with  communism  had  less  to  do  with 
Bolshevik  revolution  than  with  American 
hunger  and  poverty.  Global  politics  is  often 
personal  anxiety  writ  large. 

In  '68,  while  Jean  Louis-Barrault,  besieged 
in  the  Odeon,  was  trying  to  understand  how 
student  rebellion  connected  up  with  Moliere, 
Andre  Gide  and  Samuel  Beckett,  we  in  Lon- 
don were  trying  to  reconstitute  the  theatre 
in  order  to  free  it  from  the  shackles  of  pre- 
war domesticity  which  had  flourished  on  the 
West  End  stage  from  the  thirties  right  up  to 
the  mid-sixties.  We  contemplated  a  theatre 
freed  from  the  dead  weights  of  psychology 
and  naturalism;  from  narrow-minded  'com- 
mitment,' which  was  merely  the  newly  in- 
flated old-style  liberalism;  a  theatre  which  was 
stimulated  by  the  theories  of  visionaries  such 
as  Antonin  Artaud  and  influenced  by  strate- 
gists such  as  Vsevolod  Meyerhold  and  Bertolt 
Brecht.  It  was  a  time  when  writers  like  Bur- 
roughs, dancers  like  Cunningham,  artists  like 
Rauschenberg,  and  musicians  like  Cage  were 
experimenting  with  collage  techniques  - 
which  influenced  our  own  classical  cut-ups 
and  created  half  a  dozen  dynamically  re-jigged 
Shakespearean  adaptations.  It  was  a  time 
when  'happenings'  had  not  yet  become  the 
fashionable  branch  of  modern  art  now  known 
as  'performance  art,'  but  were  still  unpredict- 
able mixtures  of  light,  sound,  action,  and 
imagery;  the  fledgling  work  of  artists  such  as 


Ken  Dewey,  Red  Grooms,  Allan  Kaprow  and 
Jean  Jacques  Lebel. 

It  was  a  time  when  experimentation  was 
bred  into  the  artistic  marrow  and  the  distinc- 
tion between  'novelty'  and  genuine  innova- 
tion could  still  be  drawn;  a  time  when  the 
artist's  imprimatur  rather  than  media  hype 
determined  the  shape  and  feel  of  the  theatri- 
cal product. 

A  few  months  after  the  Prague  Spring  that 
routed  Dubcek  and  ushered  in  the  Soviet 
tanks  -  in  1969  in  fact  -  we  presented  a 
theatrical  collage  entitled  Palach  -  which  ex- 
plored the  shortness  of  memory  so  character- 
istic of  the  times.  New  stimuli,  new  novelty, 
new  phenomena  -  and  forget  about  yester- 
day's tragedies.  Even  now,  I'm  sure  few 
people  remember  that  Jan  Palach  was  a  Czech 
student  who  immolated  himself  shortly  after 
the  Soviet  invasion  of  his  country.  The  object 
of  the  piece  was  to  indict  the  callous  forget- 
fulness  -  that  irresitible  tendency  to  turn 
away  from  old  crises  and  towards  new  diver- 
sions. 

It  is  easy,  in  1988,  and  from  this  vantage 
point,  to  romanticize  the  cultural  and  creative 
atmosphere  of  1968  (in  the  theatre,  there  is 
no  epithet  quite  as  withering  as  sixties)  -  but 
certain  facts  are  not  diffused  but  consolidated 
by  the  passage  of  time.  Today,  we  have  a 
writer's  theatre  in  which  the  Word  is  para- 
mount and  the  result  is  banality  and  reitera- 
tion. In  the  '60s,  the  Word  was  thought  to  be 
dead  -  and  the  result  was  a  new  amalgam  of 
spectacle  and  imagery  which  tried  to  create  a 
new  aesthetic  Its  vestiges  still  form  the  rock 


concert  and  music  video.  Today,  in  my  view, 
the  Word  is  as  dead  as  it  was  then,  but  there  is 
no  imagistic  substitute  being  sought  to  take 
its  place.  The  flavor  of  the'80s  is  redolent  of 
the  '50s.  The  Reagan  era  is  only  the  Eisen- 
hower days  nattily  recycled.  What  are  yuppies 
if  not   better-heeled   Men  in  Charcoal  Gray 
Suits  -  those  faceless  conformists  of  the  fifties 
ready    to    yield    all    for    advancement    and 
bonuses.     Today,  the  trendy  restaurant  and 
latest  fashions  in  clothes  are  what  deliver  the 
frisson;  not  the  new  idea  or  uncharted  route. 
I  work  in  the  theatre  but  live  in  the  world. 
There    is    an    inexorable    interplay    between 
those  spheres.   Sometimes,  in  the  theatre,  one 
can  mount  assaults  against  the  terrors  in  the 
world.    But  at  other  times,  like  now,  the  over- 
whelming constructs  of  the  real  world  dimin- 
ish the  efficacy  of  art.    Perhaps  because  now 
there  is  such  a  constant  plagiarism  between 
the  techniques  of  art  and  the  techniques  of 
life.   The  avant-garde  provides  the  new  adver- 
tising designs.  The  burgeoning  new  playwright 
is  on  the  staff  of  L.A.  Law.  The  mime  sells 
IBMs. 

When  I  think  back  to  May  '68, 1  try  to  in- 
hale the  fragrance  of  change  and  dissent  that 
used  to  suffuse  my  nostrils.  It  doesn't  work.  I 
can  only  smell  junk  food  and  taste  polluted 
water.

Memories  of  1968  bring  back  amazingly 
diverse  recollections,  some  conflicting,  some 
angry,  some  sad,  but  none  that  dispute  the 
scope  and  inventiveness  of  the  student-led 
uprising  that  has  come  to  be  known  as  the 
Events  of  Paris,  May  '68. 

From  a  modest  beginning  at  the  University 
of  Paris  branch  in  Nanterre  and  the  first 
arrests  on  May  3rd  at  the  Sorbonne,  student 
unrest  gathered  momentum  and  public  sup- 
port rapidly.  Excessive  police  action  and 
government  repression  led  to  demonstrations 
that  mobilized  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
people  in  the  streets  and  ultimately  closed  the 
country  down  with  a  general  strike  and  the 
threat  of  civil  war. 

Led  by  students,  every  aspect  ol  daily  life 
-  personal,  social,  political,  cultural,  philo- 
sophical -  was  questioned  and  attacked  with 
imagination  born  of  revolt. 

Moving  through  collectively  euphoric  days 
with  visions  of  spontaneous,  joyful  lives  and 
feeling  safe  and  free  behind  the  barricades; 
then  through  the  brutal  battles  with  police 
and  the  terror  of  the  bloody  Night  of  the 
Barricades  on  May  10th,  the  uprising  con- 
tinued. And  everywhere  people  were  talking. 
On  May  15th  at  11  pm,  students,  artists, 
theatre  people,  writers  and  others  occupied 
the  Theatre  of  France  -  Odeon,  as  a  sym- 
bolic action  of  cultural  revolt.  A  gigantic 
banner  flew  like  a  headline  over  the  ornate 
exterior  of  the  famous  government-owned 
theatre  and  proclaimed,  "The  Odeon  is  Open." 
Other  banners  brought  the  theatre  to  life  with 
invitations  such  as  "Enter  Freely  to  the  ex- 
Theatre  of  France,  Beginning  Today." 
Theatre  became  a  free  tribunal. 

Proclamations,  manifestoes,  leaflets,  graf- 
fiti, posters  poured  from  the  Odeon  and  sur- 
rounding student  strongholds  with  messages 
of  the  May  Movement,  politics  and  nonsense 
in  the  surreal  way  and  in  every  imaginable 
style,  political  cartoons,  along  with  pleas  for 
help  with  the  clerical  details  of  administering 
a  revolution. 

From  the  popular  workshop  of  the  school 
of  fine  arts  came  dazzling  posters  communi- 
cating a  range  of  ideas  with  a  larger-than-life 
flourish,  primitive  style.  Imagination  demand- 
ed hand-printing,  and  presses  were  shut  down. 
Some  typical  slogans  not  topically  politi- 
cal were : 

Under  the  Pavement,  the  Beach 
It  is  forbidden  to  Forbid 
The  Imagination  Rules 
Take  my  reality,  for  I  believe  in  thee  reali- 
reality  of  my  desires 
Imagination  takes  Power 
Forget  all  you  have  Learnt,  Begin    Dream- 
Dreaming 

Art  Is  Dead.  Let  Us  Create  Daily  Lives 
Culture  is  Contrary  to  Life 
and  "Application  of  the  Imagination  to  the 
Service  of  the  Revolution"  was  a  call  to  join 
the  revolutionary  Commune  of  the  Imagina- 
tion, to  occupy  centers  of  established  culture 
along  with  streets,  rivers  and  sky  as  operation- 
al bases  open  to  all  for  collective  social  and 
dramatic  events. 

KPFA  takes  a  look  at  the  Events  in  Paris 
May  '68,  along  with  other  cultural  aspects  of 
May,  1968  on  Bay  Area  Arts,  Monday,  May 
16th,  from  8-9  pm.  May,  1968  rests  now  in 
the  history  books,  but  cries  of  "Under  the 
Pavement,  the  Beach"  still  remain  in  the  air.

CINCO  DE  MAYO  CELEBRATIONS 
around  Northern  California  have  al- 
ways included  Raza  community  ga- 
therings at  parks  with  live  entertain- 
ment from  salsa  bands,  Tex-Mex 
combos,  mariachis  and  ballet  folk- 
lorico,  along  with  comida  sabrosa  — 
delicious  food. 
It  is  a  time  to  celebrate  and  ex- 
hibit our  Mexicanism  con  orgullo/pride,  a  day  for  Raza 
to  be  in  touch.  Somewhere  during  the  day's  events,  a 
Chicano/Latino  community  leader  will  speak  about  the 
historical  significance  of  Cinco  de  Mayo,  and  remind 
those  who  listen  of  the  Mexican  people's  spirit  of  resis- 
tance against  the  French  invasion,  and  of  the  Battle  at 
Puebla  de  Los  Angeles  on  May  5,  1862.  One  of  the 
ironies  of  the  day  is  that  while  we  throw  a  fiesta  to  pri- 
marily celebrate  a  cultural  heritage,  in  many  respects 
the  same  conditions  that  brought  on  the  French  inva- 
sion still  .exist  today. 

Mexico  was  in  turmoil  throughout  the  19th  and 
early  portion  of  the  20th  century.  After  the  War  of  In- 
dependence of  1821,  the  Mexican  economy  was  left 
devastated  and  unable  to  sustain  its  people,  newly 
freed  from  the  rule  of  Spain.  The  leaders  who  under- 
took the  responsibility  of  guiding  the  nation  and  its 
development  were  either  terribly  inexperienced  or 
corrupt,  or  both.  The  most  outstanding  example  of  this 
is  Antonio  Lopez  de  Santa  Ana,  who  controlled  Mexi- 
co's politics  and  government  for  over  35  years.  Follow- 
ing the  inevitable  toppling  of  his  regime,  Mexico  was 
left  almost  defenseless.  He  had  bequeathed  an  empty 
treasury  and  huge  debts  around  the  world. 

Three  years  of  total  civil  war  followed  between  the 
country's  conservative  and  liberal  forces.  By  the  time 
Benito  Juarez  was  elected  President  of  Mexico  in  1861, 
the  monthly  treasury  deficit  amounted  to  $400,000, 
there  was  practically  no  currency  in  circulation,  and 
the  nation  was  politically  and  economically  torn  apart. 
France,  England  and  Spain  demanded  payment  of  past 
debts.  Benito  Juarez  tried  to  persuade  these  countries 
to  trust  in  him  and  wait  for  Mexico's  economic  recov- 
ery. He  declared  a  two-year  moratorium  on  debts.  The 
Europeans  were  outraged. 

On  October  31,  1861,  England,  France  and  Spain 
agreed  on  a  joint  occupation  of  Mexico.  A  month  later, 
6000  Spanish  troops  landed  in  Veracruz,  followed  by 
700  British  marines  and  2000  French  troops.  But  plans 
to  take  the  port  of  Veracruz  and  collect  the  receipts  to- 
ward repayment  changed  in  Europe  v/hen  France  opted 
for  conquest. 
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At  that  point,  Britain  and  Spain  withdrew  their 
forces,  and  the  French  began  a  march  inland,  with 
4500  reinforcement  troops.  Their  first  target  was 
Puebla  de  Los  Angeles.  The  French,  who  were  not 
adapting  well  to  the  Mexican  environment,  thought 
that  Puebla  would  welcome  them  with  open  arms,  and 
open  gates.  But  on  the  morning  of  May  5,  1862,  at  the 
city  gates,  the  French  encountered  unexpected  resis- 
tance from  the  city's  defenses,  who  were  under  the 
leadership  of  General  Ignacip  Zaragoza,  placed  in  that 
position  by  Benito  Juarez. 

The  French  attacked  recklessly,  and  within  two 
hours  used  up  half  their  ammunition,  forcing  a  retreat 
to  Orizaba.  The  Mexican  defense  had  included  can- 
nons, a  few  firearms,  and  a  lot  of  rocks. 

Mexico  would  eventually  be  invaded  again,  a  short 
time  later,  by  the  French.  An  imperialistic  government 
was  set  up  by  Napoleon  III,  using  the  Austrian  Arch- 
duke Ferdinand  Maximilian  Joseph  and  Marie  Char- 
lotte Amelie  Leopoldine.  This  reign  ended  with  the 
juaristas  taking  control  of  the  country  again  and  exe- 
cuting Maximilian. 

Today,  Mexico  finds  itself  in  a  staggering  economic 
crisis.  The  foreign  debt  account  is  in  the  billions,  with  a 
rate-of  inflation  that  zoomed  to  15%  this  past  January. 
Mexican  intellectuals  such  as  Lorenzo  Meyer,  Professor 
of  International  Relations  at  El  Colegio  de  Mexico,  have 
stated  that  "Mexican  interests  require  that  we  declare  a 
moratorium  (on  the  debt).  It  would  be,  in  my  view,  a 
positive  step,  one  that  is  possible  to  justify  in  political, 
ethical,  and  historical  terms  but  it  would  not  be  part  of 
a  whole  unity,  it  would  be  a  cry  of  desperation."  It 
would  undoubtedly  be  a  cry  of  desperation  to  try  and 
break  the  United  States'  economic  grip  on  Mexico. 
Since  the  time  of  President  Lopez  Portillo,  Mexico's 
dependence  on  the  U.S.  has  led  to  a  time  of  economic 
decline  because  every  profit  the  country  generates  is 
funneled  to  pay  the  foreign  debt,  or  is  ripped  off. 

Benito  Juarez  spoke  that  Mexicans  could  work  to- 
gether and  build  a  country  equitable  to  all  working 
classes.  But  this  view  is  not  prevalent  in  political 
circles,  and  modern-day  Mexico  is  striving  to  emulate 
the  United  States  in  every  way  possible. 

Nationalism  in  Mexico  always  revolved  around  the 
campesinos  and  their  plight.  Lazero  Cardenas,  Presi- 
dent in  the  1940's,  was  the  most  recent  to  set  a  nation- 
alistic political  policy.  He  nationalized  the  oil  industry 
and  started  agrarian  reform. 

Mexico  is  currently  in  the  midst  of  a  Presidential 
race  that  already  has  a  winner  practically  declared: 
Carlos  Salinas  de  Gartari.  As  a  candidate  of  the  Partido 


Revolucionario  Institutinal,  the  most  powerful  political 
party,  his  seat  is  guaranteed.  He  has  refused  to  debate 
his  opponents,  and  when  debate  has  occurred,  the  PRI 
has  brought  in  current  President  De  la  Madrid  to  argue. 
This  has  created  an  ambience  of  non-participation  at  a 
time  when  the  Mexican  people  need  to  take  control  of 
their  lives.  It  is  the  people  who  suffer  through  inflation 
and  the  outrageous  national  debt.  The  average  Mexican 
worker  makes  approx.  $3.50  a  day.  Prices  are  currently 
frozen  to  curb  inflation,  but  consumption  of  some 
staples,  such  as  meat,  is  way  down. 

Many  candidates  are  beginning  to  steer  to  the  left, 
like  the  son  of  Lazero  Cardenas,  Cuatemoc,  who  is  try- 
ing to  break  the  dominance  of  the  PRI.  But  in  a  coun- 
try where  the  government  and  public  officials  are  still 
often  accused  of  corruption,  change  is  slow. 

With  American  interests  at  the  helm  of  industrializa- 
tion and  technology,  and  American  banks  holding  the 
foreign  debt  notes,  who  is  the  enemy?  The  only  way  to 
be  free  of  this  disease  is  if  there  is  an  economic  restruc- 
turing or  if  Mexico  finishes  the  Revolution  of  1910, 
both  extremely  unlikely  possibilities  at  the  moment. 

As  Chicanos  in  Aztlan,  we  must  strive  to  achieve 
self-determination  and  hold  on  to  the  dream  that  our 
indigenous  nation  will  rise  again. 

We  must  continue  to  work  together,  organizing  our 
people  through  our  professions,  and  we  must  equip 
ourselves  with  the  elements  needed  for  social  change. 
Together  we  must  strive  to  raise  a  national  and  anti- 
Imperialist  consciousness,  and  build  towards  the 
national  unity  of  our  people.  We  are  the  educators  of 
our  people,  and  it  is  our  responsibility  to  go  back  into 
our  barrios  and  be  the  Zaragozas  of  our  communities. 
In  our  hands  lie  either  our  future  triumphs  or  defeats, 
and  the  spirit  of  struggle  for  our  people.  Cinco  de 
Mayo  lives!

MEXICAN  POPULAR  MUSIC 

Starting  last  December,  Zachery  Salem  has 
been  hosting  a  two-hour  monthly  bilingual 
program  on  Mexican  popular  music.  It  airs  as 
part  of  the  Saturday  A  hora  show. 

Featuring  original  78  rpm  recordings  that 
date  from  the  early  part  of  this  century,  the 
show  explores  the,  development  of  many 
regional  and  folkloric  varieties  of  music,  as 
well  as  chronicles  the  emergence  of  the 
legendary  singers  and  songwriters  whose 
music  gave  impetus  to  the  post-war  renais- 
sance of  the  Mexican  popular  song. 

While  famfliar  to  many  are  the  stirring  re- 
volutionary corridos  "La  Adelita,"  "La  Cuca- 
racha"  and  "La  Valentina,"  the  Mexican 
popular  song  movement  of  the  revolutionary 
years  remains  a  largely  unexplored  phenome- 
non. More  organic  in  nature  than  its  counter- 
parts in  art  and  literature,  the  popular  song 
movement  was  instrumental  in  carrying  a 
sense  of  nationalism  to  all  corners  of  the  war 
torn  republic  and  helped  to  define  the  spirit 
of  the  cultural  revolution  for  a  nation  still 
struggling  with  widespread  illiteracy. 

While  folkloric  music  and  song  have  been 
documented  for  centuries  preceding  the  Mexi- 
can revolution,  the  decade  of  1910-1920, 
with  its  social  upheaval,  served  as  a  gestation 
period  which  brought  the  music  to  the  fore- 
front of  popular  sentiment  at  a  time  when 
the  academics  and  intellectuals  were  also 
awakening  to  the  neglected  beauty  of  native 
Mexican  culture. 

As  Manuel  M.  Ponce,  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  nationalist  movement  observed,  "Na- 
tionalism captured  music  at  last.  Old  songs, 
almost  forgotten,  but  truly  reflecting  the 
national  spirit,  were  revived,  and  new  melo- 
dies for  new  corridos  were  composed.  Singers 
travelling  about  through  the  republic  spread 
far  and  wide  the  new  nationalistic  song; 
everywhere  the  idea  gained  impetus  that  the 


republic  should  have  its  own  musical  art  faith- 
fully mirroring  its  own  soul." 

With  that,  the  1920's  saw  the  emergence 
of  an  incredibly  gifted  group  of  musicians  and 
songwriters,  including  Maria  Grever,  Tata 
Nacho,  Ricardo  Palmerin,  Mario  Talavera, 
Emilio  D.  Uranga,  Alfonso  Esparza  Oteo, 
Pepe  Dominguez,  Lorenzo  Barcelata,  Luis 
Martinez  Serrano,  Jorge  Del  Moral,  Guy  Car- 
denas and  Agustin  Lara,  all  of  whom  would 
receive  nation-wide  recognition  through  the 
country's  pioneer  radio  station  XEW  and  an 
ever-increasing  market  for  phonograph 
records. 

Rural  musicians  of  all  kinds  began  pilgrim- . 
ages  to  the  capital,  taking  advantage  of  their 
increased  opportunities  to  make  a  livelihood 
performing  in  dance  halls,  theatres,  and  bro- 
thels, as  well  as  in  the  open  air  markets.  With 
them  they  brought  a  wealth  of  regional  and 
folkloric  music  scarcely  imagined  in  the  days 
when  economic  hardship  and  oppression  had 
prevented     travel     and     cultural     exchange. 

The  first  decade  of  this  musical  renais- 
sance culminated  in  the  "Concurso  de  la  can- 
cion  popular,"  an  open-air  music  fair  spon- 
sored by  the  vaudeville  empresario  Pepe  Cam- 
pillo,  and  held  on  the  streets  surrounding  the 
Teatro  Lirico.  The  year  was  1927.  The 
crowds  of  people  from  every  walk  of  Mexican 
life  who  jammed  the  narrow  streets  might 
have  heard  the  immortal  Trio  Garnica-Ascen- 
cio  debut  some  of  the  most  celebrated  songs 
in  the  national  repertory,  among  them  "Nun- 
ca,"  "Donde  estas  Corazon?"and  "Menudita." 

Imbedded  in  the  popular  songs  of  this  era 
are  gems  of  Mexican  wit  and  folklore,  as  well 
as  century  old  popular  verse.  Also,  there  are 
to  be  found  the  typical  Mexican  "albures,"  or 
double  entendres,  which  are  thought  to  have 
originated  in  the  ancient  barrio  of  Tepito,  and 
have  enjoyed  immense  popularity  with  the 
Mexican  people  for  generations.  The  lyric  po- 
etry of  the  Yucatan  peninsula  was  set  to  ex- 
mental  figures  who  have  museums  built  in 


their  honor.  From  the  netherworld  of  Mexico 
City's  infamous  red  light  district  emerged  the 
man  whose  plaintive  melodies  and  cosmopoli- 
tan verse  would  "mirror  the  Mexican  soul" 
quisite  melody  by  such  originals  as  Ricardo 
Palmerin  and  Guty  Cardenas,  today  monu- 
like  none  other  -  Agustin  Lara. 

Of  all  the  popular  music  styles  of  the  day, 
the  one  receiving  the  most  widespread  atten- 
tion in  recent  years  (perhaps  because  of  its 
socio-political  role  in  Mexican  life)  is  the 
corrido,  and  the  late  1920's  found  it  in  its 
heyday. 

The  arrival  of  the  film  industry  a  few  years 
later  sparked  a  whole  new  generation  of  musi- 
cal entertainers,  but  by  the  time  Mexico  had 
entered  World  War  II,  the  commercial  styliza- 
tion  of  the  music  industry  had  brought  about 
a  general  decline  in  the  quality  of  recorded 
music,  and  although  certain  regional  music 
continued  to  flourish,  the  golden  age  was 
over. 

The  recordings  presented  on  this  program 
were  commercially  produced  between  1900 
and  1940  by  the  major  American  labels,  and 
come  generally  from  small  editions  aimed  at 
the  Spanish-speaking  population  within  the 
United  States.  However,  many  were  made  on 
location  in  Mexico  and  the  southwest,  and 
proviae  us  wun  an  authentic  glimpse  at  the 
musical  traditions  of  the  era. 

Anyone  who  has  lived  in  Mexico  will  un- 
derstand the  difficulty  of  gaining  access  to 
this  material  and  it  is  hoped  the  program  will 
provide  an  opportunity  for  those  interested 
in  Mexican  culture  as  well  as  world  music  in 
general  to  enjoy  the  beauty  and  diversity  of 
Mexico's  musical  heritage  from  the  historical 
perspective  offered  by  original  78  rpm  re- 
cordings.

DEAR  MASTER: 
Special  Radio  Drama 


In  January  1863,  Gustave  Flaubert  wrote 
to  thank  George  Sand  for  writing  one  of  the 
few  favorable  reviews  of  his  second  novel, 
Salammbo.  Thus  began  one  of  the  most  un- 
likely friendships  in  literary  history,  a  friend- 
ship which  lasted  until  Sand's  death  in  1876. 

In  1863,  George  Sand  was  60  years  old. 
Her  days  of  scandalous  love  affairs  and  sensa- 
tional novels  were  over.  She  continued  to 
write  and  to  be  read,  but  the  critics  no  longer 
reviewed  her  prolific  output.  She  lived  quietly 
at  Nohant,  the  estate  inherited  from  her 
grandmother,  with  her  son,  his  wife,  her 
grandchildren,  and  numerous  visitors. 

Flaubert,  seventeen  years  younger  than 
Sand,  lived  reclusively  at  Croisset,  near 
Rouen,  with  Mis  mother,  making  only  occa- 
sional trips  to  Paris  on  literary  business.  His 
first  novel,  Madame  Bovary,  had  made  him 
famous  by  becoming  the  grounds  of  a  trial  for 
"indecency." 

Why  call  a  friendship  between  the  two 
novelists  unlikely?  Because  they  could  hardly 
have  been  more  different.  Sand  was  a  socialist 
who  believed  in  human  progress  and  who  had 
been  at  the  center  of  revolution;  to  Flaubert, 
politics  ceemed  pointless  and  progress  an  illu- 
sion. Flaubert  was  an  outspoken  misogynist; 
George  Sand's  feminist  rebelbon  had  made 
her  a  legend  in  her  time.  Sand  wrote  fluently, 
quickly,  often  carelessly  -  her  collected 
works  fill  over  100  volumes;  Flaubert  did  vast 
researches  and  sweated  over  every  word,  com- 
pleting four  novels,  part  of  a  fifth,  two  plays, 
and  a  few  stories  in  his  lifetime.  Sand  had 
achieved  fame  as  the  queen  of  romanticism; 
Flaubert  found  his  voice  in  his  attack  on  ro- 
manticism. Indeed,  Madame  Bovary  has  been 
described  as  a  woman  who  had  read  too  many 
novels  by  George  Sand. 

What,  then,  was  the  basis  of  their  friend- 
ship? It  began  with  Sand's  generous  recogni- 
tion of  a  literary  talent  she  declared  greater 
than  her  own,  and  in  Flaubert's  need  for  re- 
cognition of  his  relentless,  exhausting  labors. 
From  these  beginnings  it  grew  into  the  mys- 
terious bond  which  sometimes  forms  between 
great  souls  in  spite  of  -  or  perhaps  in  respect 
and  need  for  -  profoundly  felt,  contrary 
passions. 

They   rarely   met.    Flaubert   visited   Sand

twice  at  Nohant,  and  she  visited  him  twice  at 
Croisset.  They  saw  each  other  very  occasion- 
ally in  Paris  —  at  a  play  opening,  or  a  literary 
dinner,  or  a  funeral.  Luckily  for  us,  both  were 
indefatigable  letter  writers,  to  each  other  and 
to  dozens  of  other  friends. 

Their  letters  to  each  other  were  translated 
by  Aimee  MacKenzie  in  1921  (since  reissued 
under  the  title  The  Letters  of  George  Sand 
and  Gustave  Flaubert  by  Academy  Chicago 
Press).  I  found  a  copy  of  the  old  edition  on  a 
remainder  table  twenty  years  ago,  read  and 
reread  it,  quoted  from  it,  and,  several  years 
ago  mentioned  to  Barbara  Oliver  that  I 
thought  it  would  make  a  great  theatre  piece. 
Her  eyes  lit  up.  "What  a  role,  I'd  love  to  do 
it." 

In  1986,  I  decided  to  try  it.  I  soon  found 
that  375  pages  of  letters  are  not  easily  dis- 
tilled to  a  two-hour  dialogue.  Furthermore, 
the  translation  was  often  awkward,  and,  even 
when  rewritten,  many  excerpts  could  not 
stand  alone.  I  had  already  read  letters  and 
biographies  of  both  writers,  but  now  I  began 
serious  research  into  their  lives  and  writings, 
finding  incidents  not  mentioned  in  their  let- 
ters to  each  other,  but  essential  to  recreating 
these  great  personalities  on  stage.  I  moved 
back  and  forth  among  their  letters  to  each 
other,  to  and  from  other  friends  and  relatives, 
among  their  own  fiction,  biography  and  auto- 
biography, and  critical  works  by  their  con- 
temporaries and  our  own.  What  1  finally  de- 
cided to  do  was  to  use  the  twelve-year  dura- 
tion of  their  actual  correspondence  as  a 
framework,  but  invent  their  letters  from  a 
mixture  of  all  these  sources. 

Dear  Master  was  the  result:  a  two-hour 
dialogue  of  "letters"  between  these  two 
writers,  freely  using  many  sources,  but  faith- 
ful to  their  lives  and  thoughts  -  as  well  as  I 
could  learn  them  from  my  sources,  i  hope  to 
find  a  theatre  company  interested  in  staging 
a  production. 

Meanwhile,  under  encouragement  from 
the  KPFA  Drama  and  Literature  Department, 
I  have  made  an  alternate,  90-minute  radio 
version,  produced  by  Elliot  Hurwitz  and  star- 
ring Barbara  Oliver  as  George  Sand  and  Ed 
Markmann  as  Gustave  Flaubert.  On  May  16th, 
at  11:00  am,  KPFA  airs  the  premiere  per- 
formance of  Dear  Master,  a  dramatic  dialogue 
between  George  Sand  and  Gustave  Flaubert.

WILLIAM  EVERSON: 
t  n  'The  Real  West' 


William  Everson  was  born  in  1912  in  Sac- 
ramento and  grew  up  in  the  San  Joaquin  Val- 
ley where  he  married,  planted  a  vineyard  and 
wrote  his  verse.  He  began  his  poetic  career 
while  a  student  at  Fresno  State  University  af- 
ter discovering  the  writings  of  Robinson  Jef- 
fers.  Everson's  early  poetry  was  selected  and 
published  as  The  Residual  Years  (New  Direc- 
tions, 1947),  and  a  more  complete  version 
was  published  in  1 966  asSingle  Source  (Oyez). 

During  World  War  II,  Everson  was  a  con- 
scientious objector,  and  while  interned  at  a 
camp  in  Waldport,  Oregon,  he  founded  the 
-Untide  Press,  which  published  his  and  other 
inmates'   poetry.      After    the   war,   in   1947, 


while  living  on  Ashby  Avenue  in  Berkeley,  he 
founded  the  Equinox  Press,  and  issued  a 
broadside  which  contained  a  statement  of  his 
aesthetics  and  intent  as  a  printer.  Two  of  his 
most  distinguished  books  were  published  by 
Equinox,  A  Privacy  of  Speech,  and  Triptych 
for  the  Living. 

In  1949,  he  converted  to  Catholicism  and 
then  entered  the  Dominican  order,  taking  the 
name  of  Brother  Antoninus.  His  religious 
poems  were  marked  by  a  Dionysian  force, 
erotic  symbolism,  passionate  exaltation  and  a 
uniquely  individual  vocabulary.  Much  in  de- 
mand as  a  reader,  he  toured  this  country  and 
Europe  where  his  intense,  challenging  plat- 
form manner  attracted  enthusiastic  audiences. 
Two  commercial  recordings  of  his  readings 
were  issued.  Among  the  most  popular  collec- 
tions of  his  religious  verse  are  The  Crooked 
Lines  of  God  (1959).  The  Hazards  of  Holi- 
ness (1962),  and  The  Rose  of  Solitude  (1967). 

After  eighteen  years  as  a  lay  brother,  he 
left  the  Dominicans  to  marry  and  now  lives  in 
the  mountains  near  Santa  Cruz  with  his  wife 
and  son.  He  was  poet-in-residence  at  U.C. 
Santa  Cruz  and,  along  with  his  teaching, 
founded  the  Lime  Kiln  Press,  which  produced 
a  number  of  distinguished  books. 

The  author  of  some  thirty  volumes  of 
poetry,  he  has  also  written  a  number  of  books 
of  literaiy  criticism:  Robinson  Jeffers:  Frag- 
ments of  an  Older  Fury;  Archetype  West: 
The  Pacific  Coast  as  a  Literary  Region;  Earth 
Poetry:  Selected  Essays  and  Interviews.  This 
spring,  Stanford  University  will  publish  his 
long-awaited  lengthy  study  of  the  religious 
element  in  the  poetry  of  Robinson  Jqffers 

Fvcerpts  from  a  recent  conversation 
between  Everson  and  Bob  Hawley,  which 
occured  at  the  poet's  home  in  the  Santa 
Cruz  Mountains  are  aired  on  the  Morning 
Reading  program.  The  Real  West,'  on 
Monday  May  2nd  at  11:15  am,  along  with 
selections  from  Everson's  writings,  read  by 
Hawley  and  Ed  Markmann. 

William  Everson  is  California's  premier 
poet,  a  brilliant  literary  critic,  inspiring  teach- 
er, and  -  probably  -  the  finest  letterpress 
printer  produced  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.
